Cubols aca-in sent for the Jury, and in 
response to hia summons, tha 12 tales- 
men filed into the courtroom, showing 
very plainly the effect of their long con- 
finement. 
Again they were asked If a. 


verdict had been agreed upon, and upon 
th* foreman replying that there was no 
prospect of agreement, the judge or- 
dered their discharge. 


Much Interest has been centered In this 


eaae from the fact that it was the first 
murder case in this county for 18 years, 
and in. no case ha» a Jury held out so 
long without reaching a verdict. 


It was a difficult matter to obtain evi- 


dence in the case, the Italians, with but 
a single exception standing by their own 
countrymen, while the Poles were as 
solidly arrayed upon the other t side. 
The only Italian who was looked to by 
the state for evid«nee against the de- 
fendants was Gulseppe Dl Viola, who

beld to the uttermost accountability. 
(The Chinese government has taken this 
intimation to heart, and already has be- 
gun the punishment of Prince Tuan and 
the other Chinese leaders who are held 
guilty. 


The decree recited by Sheng Is felt 


to be of the utmost Importance, as indi- 
cating a complete change of heart on the 
part of the reigning dynosiy. II m«ans 
that the reactionary influences whleh 
have been dominant in Pekln throughout 
the uprising and have even continued 
of late days, have suffered a complete 
ovfrthrow and that these m««t con- 
spicuous figures are degrafled and on 
trial. 
It is believed here that If this 


action is genuine, it will be hard for any 
of the powers to find a reasonable pre- 
text for longer refusing to hoed the ap- 
peals of the Chinese government for the 
opening of negotiation* looking to a 
settlement. 


The importance of the action i» shown 


by the determination to try Prince Tuan 
before the imperial clan court. 
This 


is the supreme judicial tribunal of China. 
and is the only one having Jurisdiction 
over the members of the Imperial family. 
It is presided over by Prince Li, with 
Prince Ching as first vice president. 
Prince Li is the first of the eight princely 
families of China, and is regarded a3 
friendly to the progressive element. The 
attitude of Prince Ching has been notable 
throughout the trouble as friendly to 
foreign interests. 
There are five other 


members of the court, all of them high 
personages. 
They oecuny a building at 


Fekln, and are in regular session for tha 
trial of cases affecting merribers of the 
nobility and the highest personages, 


Chinese officials here say that the ref- 


erence of the case to this court Is, of 
Itself, the fullest assurance of the gravity 
with which the throne regards the mat- 
ter. 
It is noted, also, that, even before 


the trial. Prince Tuan is stripped of his 
salary and official servants. 
Being a 


man of large and Independent means, tha 
loss of salary would not amount to much 
if it were not that this, and the loss of 
the servants, is a special means of hu- 
miliation. 
The names of the four 


princes who have been degraded are not 
known here, either by the state depart- 
ment or by the Chinese legation. 


The action of the Chinese government 


in overthrowing the reactionaries is 
likely to give the most intense gratifica- 
tion to the friendly viceroys of the south 
of China, and to the ministers here, in 
London and in Europe, who have so 
strenuously resisted the Boxer move- 
ment.

Representatives of Powers at Pekin Surprised

Tientsin, Oct. 28, via Shanghai, Oct. 1.— 


Orders from Washington directing the 
withdrawal of the bulk of the American 
troops»were received this afternoon, and 
preparations to comply were begun im> 
mediately. 
General Chafiee is here di- 


recting the movement, which will com- 
mence at the earliest possible moment. 


It is understood that the plan con- 


templates leaving a regiment of in- 
fantry, a squadron of cavalry and a bat- 
tery of artillery in Pekln to protect the 
American interests, and that the remain- 
der of the troops will proceed to Manila. 


The allied commanders had decided to 


dispatch a combined land and naval ex- 
pedition to Shan-Hal-Kwan, on th« 
gulf of Llao-Tung, leaving Taku Oct. 1, 
the total land force being 4200. 
The 


American detail had not yet been made, 
nor had a decision been reached as to the 
naval force. 
Now that the order to 


withdraw has been received from Wash- 
ington, it is possible that the plans of 
the expedition will have to be modified, 
BO far a* American participation is con- 
cerned. 
General Chaffee, however, is 


proceeding on the opposite assumption, 
and has ordered the Fifth marine bat- 
talion to prepare to go. 


The United States armored cruiser 


Brooklyn will probably be the 
only 


American warship in the expedition. 
The troops \Ull go by water, and be 
landed south of Slian-Hai-Kwan. They 
will co-operate with a large Russian 
contingent already on the way. 


The news of the American withdrawal 


created a sensation among the representa- 
tives of the other powers here.

In moat cases, the method of pre- 
senting grievances in delegation nt the 
mast ia resorted to by tbe enlisted men of 
the American navy of today. The man 
with the individual grievance occasional- 
ly puts in his complaint in writing mid 
addresses it to the secretary o£ the navy. 
Cuiutu«.uii;ufc ud^r* a.. ^i.;,!'cd by 
regulations to forward all such com- 
plaints to the civil chief of the navy— 
with, however, whatever Indorsement 
thereon they elect to make.

"Some people think that a grizzly can't 


ran," said A. J. Daggs of Pheuix, A. T. 
"I want to state right now that while the 
tear is a clumsy beast he can cover as 
much ground as 1^be average saddle horse, 
and a man should be sure that he has a 
good mount before he tries to get out of 
the way of one which is angry. My broth- 
er was out in the mountains ot the' terri- 
tory among the sheep ranches one day, 
when he "saw, about 250 yards ahead of 
him, a big, awkward silver tip.

As a result, bacteria 
have acquired the popular reputation of 
being producers of evil to mankind and 
have consequently been regarded as whol- 
ly undesirable organisms.

of recent years, however, have been giv- 
in? more attention to phases of bacterio- 
logical life which are not connected with 
disease. These studies have disclosed to 
us a large series of phenomena where 
these little plants are, in various ways, of 
direct advantage to mankind. 
Among 


other facts, we have been slowly learn- 
ing that in the preparation of the food 
which comes upon our tables and in its 
digestion the bacilli play no inconsider- 
able part. 


Since they are almost Inconceivably 


minute, bacteria owe their great influence 
in nature to their wonderful powers of 
reproduction. A single individual may, 
in the course of 24 hours, produce from 
10,000,000 to 20.000,000 offspring. This 
extraordinary power of reproduction in- 
volves the consumption of a vast amount 
of food material, and profound altera- 
tions are produced in this food as the 
bacteria feed upon it. The bacteria are 
so small that they probably do not take

These new com- 
pounds are in part simply byproducts of 
the chemical destruction of the molecules 
which they have pulled to pieces, but 
they are also in part to be regarded as 
excretions from the bacteria. The use 
of bacteria in connection with food de- 
pends partly upon their power of destruc- 
tion and partly upon the nature of these 
new compounds which they produce. 

In considering tho use of bacteria In 
food we may notice first a possible value

naturally arisen •whether they may not | 
aid the digestiTe juice in the digestive 
process even in a healthy individual. 


It is not easy to answer this question, 


since it is impossible to deprive the hu- 
man intestine of its bacteria and thus de- 
termine whether the digestive processes 
could go on readilj without them. Such 
nn experiment has been tried, however, 
with certain animals. For example, a lot 
of-«hicks have been hatched from eggs 
by artificial means, under conditions 
which have absolutely excluded bacteria 
from their food and from their alimen- 
tary canal. 
These chicks have been 


compared with others that have been In- 
cubated under similar conditions, except 
that the bacteria have not been excluded 
from their system. Upon comparing the 
two lots of chicks after a few weeks of 
life it has been found that those with the 
bacteria in the alimentary canal have 
flourished better, made better use of their 
food and grown more rapidly than the 
lot of chicks from which the bacteria had 
been excluded. Now, while all experi- 
ments in this line have not been absolute- 
ly in accord, they have resulted in a 
strong suspicion that the bacteria which 
•re present in our food and enter the 
stomnrh with it are not only of no in- 
jury to ns, but are probably of direct ad- 
vantage in aiding our digestive organs 
properly to handle and make use of their 
nutriment. 


These do not by any means comprise 


all the uses of bacteria in food products, 
but they may serve to show that bacteria 
have a decided usefulness in connection 
with our food. Their use in onr food 19 
in two directions—they assist digestion 
by the chemical changes they produce in 
our feod, but their chief and most impor- 
tant usefulness is in connection with the 
flavoring material which they produce. 
They furnish us with our vinegar and 
several other acid condiments; 
they 


probably develop the flavor of vnnilla 
and chocolate; they furnish the "gamy" 
flavor of meats; they give as all tho de- 
licious flavors of our butters, and they 
contribute in IriVge measure to tbe sup- 
plying of our cheeses with thoso flavors

StvauK« Adventure of Pro«pertor», 


Reuniting In Transportation of 
Thirty Russian Subjects to Nome, 
Tne Case IB Being Investigated. 
The first clash between tbe American 


prospectors and 'the Russians seems to 
have resulted in a victory far the 
Americans, who retired from the field, 
but brought oK with them a Russian ! 
civil engineer and 30 Cossack prison- 
ers, writes a correspondent at Nome, 
Alaska, to the New York Evening Post. 
The battle was -a bloodless one, but 
only tact and judgment seem to have 
saved it from being a serious matter. 
The Cossacks and their leader are now 
In Nome, and their conduct Is being in- 
quired into by Colonel Evans and Cap- 
tain Jarvls of the treasury department 
at the custom house. The affair was 
somewhat sensational, and the story of 
It is this: 


The Samoa, a 500 ton steam whaler, 


left San Francisco1 some time ago with 
a prospecting party aboard, bound for 
the west coast of Siberia and armed, it 
is said, with a concession from the 
Russian government giving permission 
to search for minerals there. The con- 
cessionlsts were led by a Mr. Roberts, 
and with them was a Russian, one Da- 
douneditch! a civil engineer, Who said 
he Y°S familiar with the country to 
which the ship was going. The inves- 
tigation showed that Captain Johnson 
of the Samoa, at the request of Da- 
douoediteh, hailed-the Russian trans- 
port Yakout off the coast of Siberia 
and took aboard 30 Cossacks who were 
to be employed as laborers. Up to that 
time Dadouneditch had exercised no 
authority in the expedition, but on the 
Cossacks coming aboard he immediate- 
ly set up for the chief hi place of Rob- 
erts, the organizer and representative 
of the concessionists. 
Considerable 


friction was at once created, and as the 
expedition went on there were con- 
Btant collisions between the two fac- 
tions. The Cossacks became very ar- 
rogant and threatened to put tbe Amer- 
icans ashore if they were not more sub- 
missive. 
t 


The Russians, It Is said, wished to 


take possession of the vessel and of 
tbe property of the Americans. Finally 
the matter became so serious that it 
was evident that the expedition could 
not go on with any hope of success, 
and Captain Johnson headed for Nome, 
the nearest.port, wtiitber he brought 
the Russian engineer and his company 
of Cossacks. The authorities here have 
decided to return the Cossacks to Rus- 
sia and put a strong presentation of 
the affair before the United States gov- 
ernment at Washington without delay. 


One or two other prospecting parties 


armed with similar concessions are 
now on the Siberian coast, and in view 
of the present instance considerable 
anxiety is felt as to their treatment 
There has, however, been no rush of 
unauthorized prospectors to Siberia, as 
was confidently predicted last epcing, 
and ships at Nome which tried to get 
passengers for that purpose failed to 
do so. The Corwin has touched at va- 
rious native villages from Indian point 
to far beyond East cape and seen noth- 
ing of prospecting parties,-nor have the 
natives at these places reported any. 


Early in*June the Corwin spoke the 


steamship Progress, from Vladivostok, 
with an English company aboard. Tfiia 
company was originally organized in 
Russia, but the Russians sold out their 
concession and stock to the English. 
Mr. Yantierhp, an American mi-uu^ 
engineer, was the Russian rejjresenta- 
tlve in this expedition.

Prevention of Crime m«en»«ed at 


the Meeting In Cleveland. 


Tho national prison congress, in ses- 


•ton at Cleveland, devoted considera- 
ble time to a discussion of the report 
of the standing committee on prevent- 
ive «md reformatory work, which was 
read by its chairman, George Tor- 
ranee of Ponlinc, H:«, 
The 
report 


strongly urged preventive measures 
•ud pointed out that it was far bet- 
ter to keep persons out of prison than 
to treat then: in prison. The recom- 
mendations mode by the committee 
were generally approved by the dele- 
gate*. 


TJUe report declared that at least 85 


per cent of all young men and boys 
Who had committed crimes. If taken 
chargA of in time and subjected to 
proper treatment, would become good 
citizen*. Rear a boy in a good neigh- 
borhood whe*e be has other boy as§o- 
Cl&ta* whose hopes and aspirations are 
to become worthy citizens ajid give 
him good literature to rend and he will 
•ucceed in life. Let him witness 
drunken brawls, listen to profano and 
indecent language, have as companions 
boyu who drink, smoke, swear and 
•teal and read books filled with stories 
of crime, and he will become a crirn- 
ln»J. The report continues: 


"It has been said that crime Is on 


tho Increase, but thi* cannot be sub- 
stantiated by the facts. There may be 
a greater number of men and boy§ Jn 
Imprisonment now than ten yeara ago, 
but if so that docs not prove the oacer- 
tion. Our population is larger, is more 
mixed and, with the establishment of 
r«fonnatorlM, courts and juries, con- 
Yiet In caoe* when conviction eonld 
Oot have been secured under tno old 
«y»tem. Again, th» fact that the Jury 
doe* not fix the penalty In many atatet, 
but only pa«0M upon the guilt or Imw- 
MIUM of tha pom* ebftrgad with 
crla«, eonTlct* In m»ay cw»e» wfecre 
under a law requiring th» Jory to fix 
th* penalty It would be ottferwUfe. The 
writer knows that there baa been a 
groat decrease In crime la Illinois In 
the last, tww ywu:*."

_le learns that the recent census will 
probably show that the population of 
Pittsfleld is about 23.900. At the time 
the population of North Adams was 
given out at Washington it was inti- 
mated that Pittsfleld would run 300 
short of the Tunnel city, which, H will 
be remembered, added 700 in one day by 
the annexation of Blackinton. 
This 


would be a gain of about 38 per cent 
since 1890." 


There is no reason! to doubt these 


figures, "but 
official 
confirmation of 


them would be very acceptable and 
show positively that North Adams, 
since the separation from Adams in 
187S, lias most successfully run the race 
for population with Pittsfleld and has 
come out laurel-covered. 


The Pittsfield Eagle, 
by 
way 
of 


assuaging- the grief of its slow commu- 
nity, refers to North Adams annexing 
700 persons in Blackinton in 'one day. 
It would be quibbling to dispute these 
figures, but it may be well to call at- 
tention to the fact that in a fair count 
to arrive at the comparative ; rogres- 
siveness arid growing powers of the 
community in the north and the com- 
munity to the north, North Adams 
should not only count the people who 
came to us from Blackinton but all the 
people of Adams as well. This would 
give us about 35,000 people. When the 
census of 1875 was taken, what is nbw 
the city of North Adams and the town 
of Adams were both one town, known 
as Adams, and had a population of 
15,760. 
Pittsfield by the same census 


had a population of 12,267. On April 18 
1878, the north village, as it had been 
called, was incorporated as a separate 
town under the name of North Adams. 
Two years later, when the census was 
taken in 1880, it was found that North 
Adams had set up an independent ex- 
istence with a population v>f only 10,- 
192, while Adams, kntown ever since as 
the mother town, was left with only 
5,593 souls. In this same year of 1880 
Pittsfleld had 13,867 people. So we be- 
gan the race with Pittsfield, In 1880, 
giving Pittsfleld no less than 3,175 of a 
start. 


Now Pittsfield never divided . It has 


what it began with. 
As has been 


pointed 'out ,to make a fair comparison 
with Pittsfield's growth the population 
of North Adams and Adams should be 
added together. North Adams a.nH Ad- 
ams were together a little over 22 
years ago and then we were greater 
than Pitts-field. About 22 years ago we 
divided, setting up the d'ouble house of 
North Adams and Adams, with less 
in North Adams than in 
Pittsfleld. 


Pittsfield is the unit she was in the be- 
ginning. Look at a map of Berkshire 
county and see the immentee area that 
is down on it as the city of Pittsfleld. 
Then look at the small area to the 
credit of North Adams. It will be 'ob- 
served that the areas of North Adams 
and Adams added together are no more 
than equla to the area of Pittsfleld.

hindered expression. Our neighbors 
and townsman know us, and we wil- 
lingly commit ourselves to their judg- 
ment. 
An acquaintance of 
several 


years standing convinces me that the 
many pleasant things said of James 
Renfrew during the last few days, are 
not only true .but they are the repeti- 
tion of what you have been saying for 
more than twenty-five years. 
These 


words of regard are not new, called out 
by suddeness of the shock; they are 
the deliberate convictions of his asso- 
ciates and neighbors. 
Among the 


things that endeared him to this com- 
munity is the fact that the people -who 
worked for him were his friends, and 
he was theirs. Gladly did he do for 
them all he was able, and they knc\v it, 
and they felt for him some of that old 
time regard which is so rare that it 
has bec'ome a mere memory, or perhaps 
a myth. The good will of the common 
people, lasting through almost a gen- 
eration, is a strong proof of excellence 
<of heart. 


"The esteem of his townsmen nt 


large, was likewise his in an emi - 
nent degree. One who has lived here 
for more than the allotted period of 
human life and who was neither a 
business associate nor a competitor 
eaid to me, "He delighted to- make 
others happy." 
This comes close to 


new testament Christianity, 
"Doine- 


good as we have opportunity." There 
Is so much sorrow and unhappiness 
in the world, that if one is able to 
diminish it by even a little he deserves 
well of his brethren. 
To relieve suf- 


fering, extend a helping hand, speak 
an encouraging word and to do it to 
men and women In every station of 
life, "To even the least of these my 
brethren," this is a sign whereby -we 
know a new testament Christian. 


"Nor did this man neglect the vis- 


ible Institutions of 
religion. 
With 


many cares and burdens on 'his mind 
he found time to attend church and 
was an attentive listener and a gen- 
erous contrbutor, giving as the Lord 
had prospered him. 


His home life is sacred, and Into It 


w« are not privileged to enter. But I 
know that here, as elsewhere his pres- 
ence and voice and counsel -were suf- 
ficient for every case and emergency. 
He loved his home and his hp^piest 
hours were those he spent within Its 
walls. 


We are human and so we are amaz- 


ed at his sudden departure. Could we 
but see it right, we should understand 
that a door has been opened higher-he 
has entered sooner than we expected. 
A life like this ia not extinguished—is 
is going on elsewhere. 
Hs works go 


with him and yet they remain, a great 


, bequest to us. In view of these com- 


SOClBtltS I forts we come to Him who comforts 


us with his own presence, alike In 
what he bestows and what he takes 
away."

TO GET ONE'S ^>WN PATENT. 


The Coarse to Pnrmie If-an Attorney 


I* Not Available. 


The patent office commissioner, in an- 


swer to an Inquiry concerning the course 
of procedure in obtaining a patent, re- 
plies as follows: . 


"One having made an lurention In or- 


der to obtain n- patent therefor must exe- 
cute and file in the patent office ai appli- 
cation for the same, together with $15, 
the first government fee. An application 
consists of a petition setting forth the in- 
YenlioB and praj"ing for the grant of the 
letters patent, a specification describing 
the invention, specifically claiming the 
new features, a drawing illnstrating the 
invention and an oath which must set 
forth that the invention has not been in 
public use or on sale er described in any 
poblieation for more than two years be- 
fore the date of the application and for 
which no forejgn patent has been granted 
for more than seren months. Upon the 
receipt of the application it is sent to one 
of the 36 divisions of the.patent office to 
which by its nature it belongs. In due 
course it is taken up for examination to 
determine whether it is new and useful. 


"If found to be new, an application is 


allowed the applicant. He is notified 
thereof and is given six'months in which 
to pay the finnl government fee of $20, 
anil the patent is issued within three 
weeks after the final bill is paid. If the 
npplicirtion Is found to lack novelty, a 
letter is written to the r.pplicnnt pointing 
out the objections nnd referring him to 
nny prior patents or publications which 
reay hare a boarinsr on the case. A pat- 
ent if for a mechanical invention is 
franted for 17 vcnrs. Other patents are 
granted for 3'/;, 7 and 14 years, the gov- 
ernment fee being respectively $10, $15 
and $30.

•itploy a patent attorney, but it is pref- 
erable that lie employ one who is familiar 
with" preparing applications, versed in 
making claims nnd*preparing tb'e proper

There Is a comfortable little town, call- 


ed Blue frill, because it is situated under 
the brow of a little mountain of that 
name, way down iu one corucr of Han- 
cock county, Me., which claims distinc- 
tion as being the only town in the tmi- 
vprse which ha» a town bean kiln—"beau 
kill," the' u'atlves call it. It is an old in- 
stitution, whereby over 99 per cent of the 
beans eaten in the town are baked. 


Blue Hill doesn't vary from tho aver- 


age Now Kinjiaud village iu its loyalty to 
Inlii'il bunas. 
Its profound respect for 


tho bean ^s a stnnje article of diet may 
perhaps be especially niurked, because it 
is of its beans that tne town brags. 


As iu other places, tastes differ, and, 


while some* cling to the original big, fat 
"yaller e.ve," others like the smaller pea 
bean, while th* epicureans delight in the 
diminutive Californiau pea bean. 
But 


this is all a matter of taste. The plebeian 
"ynller eye" and the aristocratic Qalifor- 
nian*a!l come together on the level in the 
bean kiln. 


There are baked beans and baked 


beans. 


There is tho New England golden 


brown kind, baked, with plenty of corn 
fed pork and something more than a dash 
of molasses, for some 24 hours orer a 
slow, steady fire. Nothing different is al- 
lowed in New England, although Boston 
has pre-empted the trade mark. Then 
there is the psie imitation, which is as 
<3ast and ashes to the wanderer from the 
New England fireside when, with disapy 
pointment, he encounters them outside of 
New England. 


The average person in charge of a New 


England cuisine "picks over" the beans 
Friday night. Having picked out all the 
foreign material which may have been 
left in the process of winnowing tho 
thrashed beans in the wind which whis- 
tles around the northeast corner of the 
barn, the beans are "put to soak" until 
Saturday morning, when they are potted, 
with a generous slice of salt pork on top, 
sweetened with mare or less molasses or 
sugar and perhaps spiced with a little 
mustard. Then they are baked all day 
Saturday in a slow oven or, at Blue Hill, 
sent-to the "kill." 


The beans are first "broached" on Sat- 


urday night, when the top layer is re- 
moved for supper, care being taken not 
to "mush" the balance, portions of which 
are served Sunday morning and as many 
times subsequently as the supply permits 
or the- good'nature of the "boarders" al- 
lows. 


Benus are the great staple of the lum- 


ber camps, of the coasting vessels and 
wherever convocations of hungry men 
gather together to satisfy their appe- 
tites. 


But about the great and only institu- 


tion of Blue Hill. 


It was away, back in the sixties when 


the Linscotts went to Blue Hill. Chey 
were brickmakers from Hackensack. One 
of the family, while on a*visit to some of 
his people in Blue Hill, chanced to get 
mired in a mud puddle and while scrap- 
ing the clay from his boots noticed that 
the consistency and grain was that of the 
finest brick clay. He prospected a litfle 
and found that the hills about the place 
trere of the same kind of clay and that 
(find of prime quality was close at band. 
Blue Hill bay was a natural harbor. 
There was a steady demand for bricks 
everywhere, and BO it was that the Lin- 
ecotts went' to Blue Hill and started the 
brickmaking business. The Hackensack 
people were enterprising, and their crew 
of employees grew larger and larger until 
it absorbed nil the araflable natives, and 
It was necessary to import men from the 
neighboring towns. This necessitated a 
boarding house,-and so it was that Mrs. 
Linscott's big four story tyame house be- 
came the shelter of 40 or 50 ablebodied 
men with enormous appetites. They were 
not particular as to th« menu go long as 
there was plenty of food.,and Mrs. Lin- 
fccott's beans were pronounced just about 
debt. 


Although the hoviie was equipped with 


a spacious brick oven, what with the 
bread and pies and puddings and other 
things the capacity was considerably 
strained. Mrs. Tjinscott was complain- 
ing of this when her husband, "Ole Dave" 
Linscott, said he'd see about it.- He talk- 
ed the matter ovtfr with the foreman, and 
so it happened that one Saturday after- 
noon when worU^vas a little slack the 
crew turned to and built an enormous 
arrangement in the IAnscott dooryard. It 
was like a huge briek oven as much as 
anything else. They called it a "bean 
kill," because it was not much of any- 
thing else. TKe'firebox was arranged to 
take four foot wood, and the arrange- 
ment of flues and drafts was the result of 
•Zany conferences and the consensus of 
opinion of" all the expert bfick burners of 
the works. 


"Bnild''e"r big enough," said David, and 


it was big enough for hundreds of'bean 
pots. 


The "kill" was a great success. Noth- 


ing was ever seen like it. No such beans 
ever tickled the palate of a hungry brick 
worker as came out of the Linscotts* 
bean kiln. Then the neighbors began to 
bring their Beans, just as a sample order. 
And when they brought them once they 
did again. 
Finally tlie "kill" became so 


extremely popular that thrifty David 
thought there might be a chance for a 
"spec'lafion," and so a fee of a cent per 
pot was established. 


And this was the origin of the kiln. 
The original structure has been rebuilt 


and altered many times. The Lipscotts 
got rich and moved back to New Jersey, 
but their successors kept up the kiln. 
The price has been advanced with the in- 
creased price of wood, but the custom 
has not fallen off, as more people have 
moved in, and the town has become a fa- 
mous summer resort. 
And now of a 


Friday'night all tho youngsters of the 
village may be seen aboa't sunset beading 
for the "bean kUl" with the family bean 
pots.

of guests from the B*lue Hill inn drive 
down and peer into the fi«ry furnace 
whore 
"Shadraeh,"

If the rattlesnake is justly called the 


king of Americans woods aiid rocks, yet 
his crown is not held without danger, 
sinse he is hunted diligently nnd success- 
fully. His fangs are indeed deadly, and 
he wears a fine suit of armor, but tho 
{leer and tbe wBd hog never fail to at- 
tack him, and he has an enemy of hia 
own kind still more dangerous to him. 
' Snakes may be divided into three class- 
es, those which are venomous, the con- 
strictors and those whicji are neither. 
Unless the second of these are wonderful 
for their size they secure little of our at- 
tention, and yet they are generally beau- 
tiful in colors, most graceful in action 
and ofteu among our best Mends. 


In Florida we have two constrictors es- 


pecially 
noticeable, the 
blaok 
racer, 


which grows to the length of 12 feet and 
makes a business of warring on rats, and 
the king snake, whose mission seems to 
be tho extermination of the rattler. 


One day 1 was returning from a day's 


hunt, at peace with the world and myself, 
when I heard a squirrel scolding as if he 
were a ward politician the night before 
election. The noise he made was so loud 
and insistent th*iit I turned out of my 
•way to see what could be the matter. I 
found the Httle fellow en the trunk of a 
pine about ten feet from the ground, 
jumping about as if in convulsions. He 
would flourish his- tail wildly, scold in 
anger, threaten an assault, run back a 
little way up the trunk and then return 
and seold again. 


I locked carefully and saw that his an- 


ger wa* directed at a rattlesnake that lay 
coiled at the foot of the tree. The snake 
was compressed into a ball, from the 
middle of which its rattle sounded con- 
tinuonsly. 
Its blazing little eyes were 


fixed unchangingly upon those of the 
squirrel. The buzz, buzz droned on the 
summer air with a sleepy effect, but the 
squirrel scolded in an ever ascending key. 
But for the hint of the squirrel's eyes I 
could not have located the rattler. His 
color and his variegated markings offered 
but little contrast to his surroundings.

The newcomer was 


smaller than tho rattlsr, its ground color 
Vras a greenish gray, and the spots scin- 
tillated in the sunlight which sifted down 
upon the scene from the tangled branches 
overhead. At the first rustle of its ap- 
proach the rattler lost all interest in the 
squirrel, which ran back into the tree. 


The king snake held his head high and 


faced round the rattler in a wide circle, 
while the rattler tried to slink away. The 
king darted forward as if to attack, and 
the rattler threw himself into a ceil. The 
king was again away nnd racing around 
with a swiftness the rattler seemed una- 
ble to follow with his eye.

Erca rrhcr, there w.? only n (jnlrnr 
of the "tail the king still gripped" the 
throat It was plain he bad n wholesome 
respect for tbe-f angs thnt were atill terri- 
fcle. As n last precaution the king ap- 
plied his nostrils to those of the rnttlor 
nnd repented that several times as If to 
detect the faintest breath.

watched, ready to resume its hold at the 
elightest sign of lite. There I left him, 
keeping crim punrd over the body of hit

The funniest western stand I ever 


made was in Austin, Ner. I was with 
Mine. Etunia Nevada,, and Austin ia 
her native town. Mr. Mackay had found 
her up there in the mountains and had 
sent her abroad for a musical education. 
She succeeded, made a name for herself 
in Europe, and Austin waa bursting with 
pride. She came back to America, sang 
in the east with great success, but didn't 
go west. The Austin people didn't like 
that, it seems; said she was stuck up 
and had forgotten her olu Irieiido. Neva- 
da heard about this feeling, and one day 
she came to me. We were In Chicago, 
and she was to go back to Europe almost 
immediately. 
" 'I want to give a concert In Austin, 


Nev.,' she said. 
"I almost fell out of my chair. 'It 


isn't possible,' I gasped. 
" 'I'll make it possible.' 
" 'The expense would be enormous. We 


could neyer stand it.' 
" 'I don't ask you to stand it. I will 


pay everything— any amount — only take 
me there. Tliey say I am ashamed of 
them. 
I will show them.' 


"Well, she got her way, I thought it 


was sheer hiuacy. 
But Nevada was 


willing to pay the bills; so we went. We 
bad to leave our private car several hun- 
dred miles from Austin and take com- 
mon coaches on a narrow gauge road 
that climbed over the mountains and 
walked with its head down like a fly. 
About four or five stations before we 
struck Austin people began to board the 
train. 
" 'Did Emma come?' they'd ask the con- 


ductor, and he'd point out our crowd. 
They would go back and tell the people 
on the platform, and everybody would 
howl for Emma until Nevada 'would go 
out and talk to them and shake hands 
with everybody she didn't kiss. A good 
share of the crowd went to Austin with 
us, but it wasn't anything to the crowd 
that met us at the station. Everybody in 
the town and all tha country round had 
turned out, and they were the queerest 
crowd I ever saw — miners and cowboys 
aud Indians and ordinary conventional 
people, all shaken up together and all 
wild with excitement. 


"By that time I was glad we had come. 


I was having the time of my life— at 
.somebody else's expense. Talk about en- 
thusiasm! I never knew what it was be- 


! fore, and I never heard anything like the 


i ehout that went up when that young 


I woman stepped off the car. 
Everybody 


I yelled her name and cheered and cheer- 


I ed, and she stood and threw kisses and 


laughed and cried. 
There wasn't any 


fake about it. I wouldn't have believed 
there could be so much genuine feeling 
anywhere in the world. It gave me, a well 
seasoned manager, a brand new thrill up 
jmd down my back. 


"There was only one carriage in Austin 


then, and we had to drive quite a dis- 
tance to the town. Nevada and 1 had 
the carriage, and the rest of the company 
went along in big wagons. Then came 
the crowd on horseback, in wagons and on 
foot. We drove along •» ticklish mountain 
road at a gallop, and every little distance 
along the way there were bonfires burn- 
ing. 
Say, it was great. Nevada didn't 


get any rest before evening. The crowd 
wanted her, and it would have her. She 
must have kissed all the children in Aus- 
tin and a good percentage of the grown 
people, and, by Joe, she acted as if she 
liked it. I had thought I knew her, but 
she was a different woman up there in 
the mountains. 


"We gave the concert In the church. 


The minister and I, with the assistance 
of the whole population, numbered tho 
seats and made out tickets. Tickets sold 
at $2, but the bouse wouldn't begin to 
hold the crowd, and almost any old price 
was offered for seats. When the doors 
opened, there was a stampede. 
There 


were 50 men in the crowd to every wo- 
man. 
Most of them kept on big felt hats 


end wore their trousers tucked into high 
boots. They didn't pay any attention to 
the aisles — just walked over the high 
backed seats. I stood in the pulpit, aud 
it was funny to see that mob playing 
leapfrog over the seats and making for 
front pews regardless of the numbers on 
their tickets. 


"Nevada had some of her swellest 


clothes with her and came out blazing

"Ooe of the moit scientific p.iocos of rail- 


road running I ert»r saw," said Jolm Rut- 
gers, a former employee of a railroad 
company, who bi.-> now given up railroad- 
ing and is engaged in business at Mil- 
waukee, "used to b? doue on a road-run- 
ning an bour and a bait tram from Phil- 
adelphia to N«w York city, and as the 
present speed of locomotives had not 
then been attained it wns somewhat diffi- 
cult getting engineers to make it. The 
terriic speed maintained, together with 
th» constant strain of anxiety through- 
out the run, told heavily on the tncn'a 
nerves, snd after taking the train through 
a few timei they had to give it up. 


"But to return to the scientific work 1 


started to tell you of. To make such a 
schedule every minute that could be sav- 
ed was counted. Princeton grade was 
one drawback ta the ruu. It was long 
and heavy and an inevitable delay al 
ways ensued there. To stop and couple 
OB another engine would uot help mat 
tera, as the time necessary for the stop 
more than i>nu2 
lo<l the extra time re- 


quired to climb tho grade. Finally they 
tried coupling on the extra engine when 
running at full speed, and the plan work- 
ed to perfection as long as the train was 
kept up. It was one of the most beauti- 
ful pieces of work I ever saw. The ex- 
tra engine would be running quietly 
along several miles from the grade, and 
when the exprrss came in sight the speed 
of the extra would be at once increased 
until it was greater than that of the on- 
comins train. 


"Then little by little the engineer would 


decrease the speed and drop back until 
engine and train would come together 
as gently as a feather Donts to earth. A 
man stationed on the cowcatcher would 
couple the two engines together, and 
their united strength would whisk the 
train up the g"ade with scarce any abate- 
ment of speed. The grade surmounted, 
the forward engine would then be un- 
coupled and would run forward at top 
speed until it came to a switch which 
was open and waiting for it. Into this 
it would run, the switch would be closed 
and a moment later the fast express 
would thunder by nn its way to its des- 
tination. It was a pretty and scientific 
sight, and, if you realized the attendant 
danger, a thrilling one as well to •watch."

counlty. Kev. Father Cuddihy succeed 
ed Fr. O'Cavanaugh and he in^turn was 
followed by Rev. E. H. Purcell. In 
1862 North Adams became a parish 
with Rev. Father Lynch as pastor. 
Father Lynch also had charge of Ad- 
ams. 


The first priest appointed as pastor 


in Adams, was Rev. E. P. McCort, 
September 12, 18T5. .The Catholics pur- 
chased the old Congregational church, 
the old St. Charles church now stand- 
ing on Park stree't. The present par- 
ochial grounds were also purchased 
during Fr. McCort's pastorate. Father 
McCort died in 1880 and was succeeded 
by Rev. Denis C. Moran. 


The 'old St. Charles church was used 


until five years ago when plans for the. 
present St. Thomas church were pre- 
pared under the direction of Fr. Moran 
and the first stone in the foundation! 
was laid by him in November, 1895. The 
new church was left unfinished, »nly 
tbe basement being furnished and it is 
here that the masses are said.

Under her foster- 
ing care the genius of heir sons gave 
to the world the grand Gregorian chant 
upon which the perfect modern system 
is foundedr The greatest masterpieces 
which have never been replaced in the 
rank of first excellence were composed 
for her solemn service.

And not 
because Mr. Field is a hunter. 
Far 


from it. He can do better by staying 
at home and letting the game come to 
him. And this is how it happened in 
this instance. 


Mr. and Mrs. Field went out Friday 


evening to dress some chickens to be 
brought to the market in this city the 
next day. They did what would have 
been a good job at roost robbing if the 
chickens had belonged to any one but 
themselves, and then went 
to 
the 


woodshed to decapitate them on the 
family chopping block. 
When 
they 


stepped under the shed with their lan- 
tern and fluttering: and squawking 
chickens they were startled by a noise 
louder than they anld their frightened 
fowls were making, but recognized at 
once the nature of the noise. It was 
the whir of the wings of apartridge 
that had taken shelter In the shed for 
the night, but which si>eedily aban- 
doned its lodging when it saw in what 
sort of busintess the pfoprietors were 
engaged. 
But in its excitement the 


bird made a bad mess of it. Instead 
of striking out into the darkness and 
taking the nhance of breaking its neck 
against a tree or building it shot for 
the light that shone through the open 
kitchen do'or and entered the house.
